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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There is a 
listing of Figures 4 and 5, but not 4(a), 4(b), 5(a), 5(b) and 5(c) in the Brief Description of 
the Drawings section. On page 9, line 14 the phrase: "do not rotated any more" is 
grammatically incorrect. On page 1 1 , line 6 the words "rotate din" are misspelled. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 2-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase 
"left and right light receiving elements are installed an output shaft flange" (claim 2, lines 
4-5) is grammatically incorrect. The limitation "through hoes" (claim 3) is misspelled. . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The limitation "left and right reflections surfaces formed in one of the input shaft and the 
output shaft" (claim 1) are not supported by the disclosure which teaches that the 
reflection surfaces, 22 and 23 are formed on the input shaft flange/disk rather than the 
shaft itself. Similarly the limitations in claim 1 that the light emitting element 31 and the 
left and right light receiving elements are installed in a shaft are not enabled for the 
same reason. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The limitation "a light emitting element... installed in a shaft corresponding to a 
shaft in which the reflection surface is formed" (claim 1) is vague and indefinite since it 
is not clear from this limitation what "corresponding" means, i.e., whether this means 
that the element is installed in a shaft which is the same as the reflection surface shaft, 
or oppositely facing the shaft with the reflection surfaces. 

The limitation "left and right light receiving elements which are installed in left and 
right sides of the light emitting element" (claim 1) is vague and indefinite because the 
disclosure appears to teach left and right light receiving elements installed on the left 
and right sides of the light emitting element on the output shaft flange, 30, rather than in 
the left and right sides. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 01-116423, hereafter '423. 

'423 discloses an input shaft 2 connected to a steering handle 1 , an output shaft 
3, an elastic member 4, a steering torque detector comprising left and right reflections 
surfaces 7, 8, a light emitting element 5 and left and right light receiving elements 1 1 , 
12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
